In losing his battle to block Ad 
lai Stevenspn’s bid for a rematch 
with President Eisenhower, former 
President Harry Truman gave the 
nation one of the most amazing 
exhibitions of his career.

Barbed wire has been used for j 
constructing 
fences 
for 
many 
years. 
Three or four strands o f , 
wire had to be strung around fields 
and pastures in order to limit the 
movement of the livestock within 
the desired areas. 
It requires a 
lot of hard labor to construct a 
three or four strand fence 
And 
It takes a good deal more labor 
to maintain the fence in good re­ 
pair. 
Now after many years of tedious 
fencing, large numbers of farmers 
have 
discovered 
that a single 
strand of wire can be energized 
electrically with comparatively lit­ 
tle current. The livestock will not 
attempt to pass the electrified bar 
rier. The momentary shock which 
the livestock receive Is not in the 
least bit serious, but tht surpris­ 
ing tingle of electricity does not 
encourage repetition. 
As a result, the animals soon 
learn that the single strand of wire 
means business. The effectiveness 
is not easily interrupted either 
Any break in the single strand of 
wire interrupts the current and 
a warning signal calls the repair 
man. 
There are probably many argu­ 
ments for and against the electric 
fence, but the idea of a jolt to re­ 
mind us that we are about "to get 
out of bounds" is rather appealing 
All of us like to step beyond the

“ The attorney general is official 
legal adviser to the governor, state 
officials and the boards and com ­ 
missions under th em .” 
When The Daily News expose of 
the check writing fraud broke early 
in July the governor and the at- j 
torney general were the top offi­ 
cials concerned 
“ I began searching 
the 
sta t­ 
utes,” Castle said. 
“ We found the provision giving 
the governor authority to double 
the state auditor's bond, and ap­ 
prove or disapprove it. 
“ Orville at the tim e seem ed de- 
term ined to stay in office. 
He 
might have got someone to put 
up the bond. But unless the gover­ 
nor approved it, he would be out. 
The governor could declare the of­ 
fice vacan t and im m ediately ap­ 


point a successor.” 
Gov. 
Stratton 
promptly 
seized 
upon the provision and called a 
press conference. 
The attorney 
general’s opinion 
is sought on hundreds of questions 
involving the state constitution and 
tthe .statutes 
Many a re raised by | 
the 102 sta te’s attorneys in Illinois.

are both run by the 
same political party, for the sim­ 
ple reason you can then fix re­ 
sponsibility.”
